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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: while the applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. The applicant asserts that McKnight does not teach or suggest "a composition store used for 
storing the list and compositons and maining the list." However, the examiner respectfully disagrees. The section cited clearly illustrates 
that the list and compositions are stored together, therefore creating a "composition store" of sorts. If the Applicant where to distinguish 
the "composition store" from a place where the list and compositions are stored in memory specifically actions taken by such a store, it 
may overcome the reference of McKnight but would require further searching consideration. All other arguments stated in this After Final 
Response are argued in a similar manner as stated above and addressed in the Office Action dated 10/04/2004. For example, the 
applicant reasserts that McKnight does not teach or suggest "a history list of imaging compositions having links to imaging data 
associated with a particular user through a user profile." or "a personal imaging repository that provides, for a compositon store, an 
exchange infrastructure between the imaging data associated with the user and available web service." However, the examiner 
respectfully disagrees, and these arguments have been addressed as previously stated in the final rejection dated 10/04/04, and do 
nothing to further prosecution of the case. Therefore, it can be seen that the McKnight reference anticipates the subject invention and 
rejection still stands as previously stated. 
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
